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PREFACE TO THE PROCEEDINGS NUMBER 


For more than ninety years the progress 
of pharmacy in America has been recorded 
in the pages of the publications of the 
AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 
Ever since 1852, when the ASSOCIATION was 
founded, and continuing until 1911 a vol- 
ume of PROCEEDINGS was issued annually 
except for the year 1861, when no meeting 
of the ASSOCIATION was held. 

In 1912 the AssocrIaATION established a 
monthly JOURNAL and the YEAR Book. 
rhese two publications took the place of the 
PROCEEDINGS. Upon the establishment of 
the JOURNAL, the proceedings of the annual 
meeting were printed therein, usually in 
three issues following the annual meeting. 
The YEAR Book carried the Report of the 
Progress of Pharmacy, consisting of Phar 
maceutical Abstracts and also the List of 
Members arranged alphabetically and geo 
graphically, the Official Roster of Commit 
tees, the Constitution and By-Laws, the 
Treasurer's Report, and other valuable in 
formation. 

Volume 23 of the YEAR Book covering the 
calendar year 1934 was the last YEAR Book 
issued. Beginning with 1935, Pharmaceuti 
cal Abstracts, which previously constituted 


a large part of the Report of the Progress of 


Pharmacy, have been published monthly 
in the JOURNAL, separately paged and in- 
dexed, thus making this valuable informa- 
tion available more promptly than it was 
in the YEAR Book. Later it was decided 
to publish the proceedings of the annual 
meeting in a single number of the JOURNAL 
rather than in three or more issues as had 
been done previously, thus providing the 
proceedings of the annual meeting and 
such data as the List of Members, Special 
Reports and reference data in a single 
volume. 

Since January, 1940, the JouRNAL of the 
AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 
has been published in two editions, the 
Scientific Edition and the Practical Phar- 
macy Edition. This splitting of the JoURNAL 
into two editions made it necessary to com- 
bine the proceedings for 1940 and 1941 in 
a single volume, namely, the issue of No- 
vember, 1941. It may, therefore, be said 
that the monthly issue of the JOURNAL, 
which included the proceedings of the an- 
nual meeting and other data, took the place 
of the YEAR Book. Usually the Novem- 
ber or December issue of the Scientific Edt- 
tion of the JoURNAL has been devoted to 
Since 1943 the December 
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the proceedings. 
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issue of the Sctentific Edition of the Jour- 
NAL, in effect, has been the PROCEEDINGS 
NUMBER or the volume which would 
correspond most closely to the YEAR Book 
which was discontinued in 1934. This 
issue of the Scientific Edition differs from the 
PROCEEDINGS NUMBER of the past because 
it does not record the proceedings of an 
annual convention, since the ASSOCIATION 
did not hold a convention in 1945. 

It is well known, of course, that condi- 
tions brought about by World War II made 
it impossible for the ASSOCIATION to conduct 
an annual meeting, and the action of the 
Council with reference to this matter is 
recorded on page 349 of this issue of the 
JOURNAL. 

In lieu of the proceedings of a conven- 
tion, we are, therefore, presenting the Re- 
ports of Officers and Committees in this 
issue which record such activity and prog- 
ress in the affairs of the ASSOCIATION 
as could be compiled without meetings of 
some of the committees but with such con- 
sultation between officers and members 
as was possible at smaller group meetings 
and at meetings of the Council of the As- 
SOCIATION. 

It is anticipated, of course, that officers 
and committees who have all been con- 
tinued in service until the next convention, 
which will probably be held in August of 
1946, will make reports at the next annual 
meeting covering their full term of office. 
The reports here presented as of August 1, 
1945, are, therefore, of an interim character. 
They are of necessity incomplete and they 
do not fully reflect all of the activities of the 
ASSOCIATION. 

Although normal ASSOCIATION activities 
have been interrupted by the war, there 
has been increased activity at the Head- 
quarters Building of the AMERICAN PHAR- 
MACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION, especially in the 
coordination of the activities of pharmacists 
with respect to the problems brought about 
by the war. The administrative officers 


and committees of the ASSOCIATION have 
cooperated closely with the Army, the Navy, 
the U. S. Public Health Service, the War 
Production Board, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, the War Manpower Commis- 
sion, the National Selective Service Ad- 
ministration, the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration, the Federal Narcotic Bureau and 
many other Governmental agencies re- 
quiring the advice and assistance of phar- 
macists in carrying on their war program 
and more recently in preparing for postwar 
Much of this 
activity has been recorded in special bulle- 


reconversion and planning. 


tins issued from time to time and in the 
pages of the Practical Pharmacy Edition 
of the JOURNAL. 

Such of this activity as may have per- 
manent significance is recorded in the reports 
constituting a large portion of this issue of 
the JouRNAL and will be supplemented 
in the reports that are submitted to the 
1946 convention which will become a part 
of the 1946 proceedings. This PROCEED- 
INGS NUMBER, which corresponds to the 
YEAR Book, Volume 32, contains, in addi- 
tion to the Reports of Officers, Committees 
and Sections, the customary alphabetical 
List of Members as corrected to November 
1, the List of Officers and Places of Meeting 
since the Beginning of the ASSOCIATION, 
and the Roster of Officers and Committees. 
It also carries the Annual Index of Phar- 
maceutical Abstracts and of the Scientific 
Edition of the JouRNAL for the year 1945. 
A number of papers were submitted to the 
Sections and although no opportunity was 
provided for reading these papers, they will 
take the usual course of being offered for 
publication to the Scientific and Practical 
Editions of the JourRNAL and some will 
appear in later issues of these publications. 

It is to be hoped that the members of the 
ASSOCIATION will find this issue of the Jour- 
NAL of interest in the long interim between 
the convention of 1944 and the convention 
in 1946. 
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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 
OF THE 


American Pharmaceutical Association 


Articles of Incorporation and Code of Ethics 


CONSTITUTION 


(As amended at the Denver meeting of the A. Pu. A., August 16-20, 1942) 


Article I. Name and Objects. This Association 
shall be called the “American Pharmaceutical 
Association.’’ Its aim shall be to unite the edu- 
cated and reputable Pharmacists and Druggists of 
America in the following objects: 

1. To improve and regulate the drug market by 
preventing the importation of inferior, adulterated 
or deteriorated drugs and by detecting and exposing 
home adulterations. 

2. To encourage such proper relations among 
Pharmacists, Druggists, Physicians and the people 
at large, as may promote the public welfare, and 
tend to mutual strength and advantage. 

3. To improve the science and art of Pharmacy 
by diffusing scientific knowledge among Pharma- 
cists and Druggists, fostering pharmaceutical litera- 
ture, developing talent, stimulating discovery and 
invention, encouraging home production and manu- 
facture in the several departments of the drug 
business. 

4. To regulate the system of apprenticeship and 
employment, so as to prevent, as far as practicable, 
the evils flowing from deficient training in the 
responsible duties of preparing, dispensing and sell- 
ing medicines. 

5. To suppress empiricism, and to restrict the 
dispensing and sale of medicines to regularly edu- 
cated Pharmacists and Druggists. 

6. To uphold standards of authority in the Edu- 
cation, Theory and Practice of Pharmacy. 

7. To create and maintain a standard of profes- 
sional honesty equal to the amount of our pro- 


fessional knowledge with a view to the highest good 
and greatest protection to the public. 

Article II. Membership. This AssocraTIon 
shall consist of active, life and honorary members, 
and shall hold its meetings annually. 

Article ITI. Officers. The officers of the Asso- 
CIATION shall be a President, two Vice-Presidents, 
a Secretary, a Treasurer, also an Honorary President, 
all of whom shall be elected annually. They shall 
hold office until the installation of their successors. 

Article IV. Investment of Moneys and Funds. 
All moneys received from life membership, together 
with such funds as may be bequeathed, or otherwise 
donated, to the ASSOCIATION, may be invested by 
the Treasurer in United States Government, State, 
Municipal, County or other securities acceptable as 
security for postal savings deposits, the interest of 
which for any current year only may be used by the 
ASSOCIATION for its expenses. 

Article V. Amendments. Every proposition to 
alter or amend this Constitution shall be printed 
in the JouRNAL, at least thirty days prior to the 
annual meeting, shall be read at the first general 
session of the annual meeting, and shall be balloted 
upon at a subsequent general session, when, upon 
receiving the affirmative votes of two-thirds of the 
members present, it shall become a part of the Con- 
stitution. Any proposition to amend the Constitu- 
tion for the purpose of permitting the expenditure 
of the permanent invested funds of the Assocta- 
TION shall require a majority of seven-eighths for its 
passage 
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BY-LAWS 


(As amended at the Cleveland meeting, September 7-9, 1944) 


CHAPTER I.—ELECTION OF OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL 


Article I. Nomination of President, Vice-Presi- 
dents and Councilors. The House of Delegates 
shall at its Second Session held during the annual 
meeting of the ASSOCIATION nominate by ballot 
three candidates, one of whom shall be, as herein- 
after provided, elected President to serve for one 
year; three candidates for First Vice-President, one 
of whom shall be elected for one year; three candi- 
dates for Second Vice-President, one of whom shall 
be elected for one year; and nine candidates, three 
of whom shall be, as hereinafter provided, elected 
members of the Council to serve for three years. 
The Council is empowered and directed to fill all 
vacancies in the list of nominees, which may occur by 
death or resignation, after the adjournment of the 
annual meeting of the ASSocIATION and prior to the 
issuance of mail ballots. 

Article Il. Mail Ballot. The names of these 
candidates shall be submitted by mail to every mem- 
ber of the ASSOCIATION by the Secretary within two 
months after their nomination, together with a re- 
quest that the member indicate on a ballot enclosed 


for that purpose his choice of candidates for the 
offices to be filled and return the same by mail within 
thirty days of the date printed on the ballot 

Article III. Counting of Ballots. The ballots 
received within thirty days of the date printed on 
the ballots are to be sent by the Secretary to the 
Board of Canvassers, who shall count the votes of 
dues-paid members only, and shall in turn certify 
to the Secretary the result of the election, after 
which the names of the successful candidates shall 
be published in the JOURNAL OF THE ASSOCIATION 

Article IV. Installation of Officers and Coun- 
cilors. The officers thus elected by a plurality of 
votes, together with the other officers elected as 
hereinafter provided, shall be installed at the final 
general session of the first annual meeting of the 
ASSOCIATION following their election. 

Article V. Election of Honorary President, 
Secretary and Treasurer. The Honorary President 
of the AssocraTion, also the Secretary and the 
Treasurer shall be elected annually by the House of 
Delegates on nomination by the Council 


CHAPTER II.—DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS 


Article I. President. The President shall pre- 
side at all general sessions of the ASSOCIATION and 
shall perform the customary and parliamentary 
duties established by usage. He shall prepare an 
address to be presented at the first general session 
of the annual meeting following hisinstallation. He 
shall nominate the members of the standing com- 
mittees unless otherwise provided for, and submit 
the names of the nominees to the Council for rati- 
fication at the first meeting of the Council held after 
his installation. He shall be an ex-officio member 
of the Council. 

Article II. Vice-Presidents. In the event of the 
decease or incapacity of the President, the First 
Vice-President shall assume the duties of the 
President for the unexpired term of office, and in the 
event of the decease or incapacity of both the Presi- 
dent and First Vice-President, the Second Vice- 
President shall assumie the duties of the President 
for the unexpired term of office. 

Article III. Secretary. The Secretary shall keep 
the minutes of the general sessions of the Assocra- 
TION and of the House of Delegates. He shall verify 
the credentials of the members of the House of 
Delegates. He shall prepare for publication the 
official program. He shall give notice of the time 
and place of annual and special meetings of the 
ASSOCIATION and of the House of Delegates. He

Now, therefore, we do hereby certify as follows: 


First: The corporate name of the ASSOCIATION 
is the AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 

Second: The AssocraTIOoN shall continue until 
dissolved by the action of its members, or by the 
operation of law. 

Third: The objects and business of said Asso- 
CIATION are as follows: 


(a) To improve and regulate the drug market, 
by preventing the importation of inferior, adulter-

Pharmacists are required to pass certain educational 
tests in order to qualify under the laws of our states.

The Pharmacist should seek to enlist and merit 
the confidence of his patrons and when this confi- 
dence is won it should be jealously guarded and 
never abused by extortion or misrepresentation or 
in any other manner. 

The Pharmacist should consider the knowledge 
which he gains of the ailments of his patrons and 
their confidences regarding these matters, as en- 
trusted to his honor, and he should never divulge 
facts unless compelled to do so by law. 
should hold the health and 
safety of his patrons to be of first consideration; 
he should make no attempt to prescribe or treat 
diseases or strive to sell drugs or remedies of any 
kind simply for the sake of profit. 

He should keep his pharmacy clean, neat and 
sanitary in all its departments and should be well 
supplied with accurate measuring and weighing de- 
vices and other suitable apparatus for the proper 
performance of his professional duties. 

It is considered inimical to public welfare for the 
Pharmacist to have any clandestine arrangement 
with any Physician in which fees are divided or in 
which secret prescriptions are concerned.

The Pharmacist even when urgently requested so 
to do should always refuse to prescribe or attempt 
diagnoses. He should, under such circumstances, 
refer applicants for medical aid to a reputable legally 
qualified Physician. In cases of extreme emergency 
as in accident or sudden illness on the street in which 
persons are brought to him pending the arrival of a 
Physician, such prompt action should be taken to 
prevent suffering as is dictated by humanitarian 
impulses and guided by scientific knowledge and 
commion sense. 

The Pharmacist should not, under any circum- 
stances, substitute one article for another, or one 
make of an article for another in a prescription, 
without the consent of the Physician who wrote it. 
No change siiould be made in a Physician's prescrip- 
tion except such as is essentially warranted by 
correct pharmaceutical procedure, nor any that will 
interfere with the obvious intent of the prescriber, 
as regards therapeutic action. 

He should follow the Physician’s directions ex- 
plicitly in the matter of refilling prescriptions, copy-

prescription to the patient. He should not add any 
extra directions or caution on poison labels without 
due regard for the wishes of the prescriber, providing

After the meeting held in Philadelphia in 1876, the 
jocal committees, on settling all accounts for the 
entertainment of the AssocraTION, had an unex- 
pended balance left which by subsequent collections 
made in Philadelphia was increased to $525.00. At 
the Toronto meeting in 1877 (PROCEEDINGS, page

The collection of a like amount by the Assocra- 
TION was completed at the Saratoga meeting (PrRo- 
CEEDINGS, 1880, page 553), when $582.81 had thus 
been received. In the following year a committee 
of the Centennial Fund was provided for in the 
By-Laws of the Council, Chapter VII (PROCEEDINGs, 


1881, pages 190, 549). Members have not availed 


themselves of this fund to the extent contemplated 
at its foundation; for the amounts paid out have 
been only $7.50 to Robt. B. Warder for material - 
used for investigations reported in 1885; $96.80 
used by the Committee on National Formulary 
during the years 1886 and 1887 (PRocEEDINGs, 1889 
page 16); and $32.00 to Edward Kremers for mate- 
rial necessary for the prosecution of scientific re- 
search on the menthol group, reported in the Pro- 
ceedings for 1892; $50.00 to the same investigator 
in 1893, and $50.00 again to the same investigator 
in 1894. In 1896 the sum of $22.33 was paid to the 
Committee on Indicators for material used in their 
investigations. In 1915 the sum of $100.00 was 
paid Edward Kremers for research work on cultiva- 
tion of medicinal plants. 

The original sum of $1107.81 ($525.00 + $582.81) 
had increased in 1883 to $1232.76. From 1887 to 
1909 the securities in which the fund is invested are 
specified in the reports of the Chairman of the Coun- 
cil. Since 1910 the reports have been made by the 
Treasurer. The interest accruing from this Fund 
is to be used for defraying the expenses incurred in 
conducting original investigations in pharmacy or 
allied science.

THE ENDOWMENT FUND 


At the fifty-fourth annual meeting held at Indian- 
apolis, Ind., September 1906, Messrs. Samuel A. D. 
Sheppard and James H. Beal proposed the estab- 
lishment of a permanent fund to be known as the

THE RICE MEMORIAL FUND 


A joint committee was appointed by the Chair- 
man of the Committee of Revision of the U. S. P., 
on June 26, 1901, to report to the Board of Trustees 
and Committee of Revision upon a suitable plan 
for honoring the memory of Dr. Charles Rice. 


It was decided, after hearing the report of the 
Committee, to erect a monument over Dr. Charles 
Rice’s grave and to prepare a memoir containing 
a biographical sketch of his life. 

The monument over the grave was dedicated

Due to the national which 
made it necessary to curtail travel, it was not 
possible for the AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL

The Council met in Washington on May 
12 and 13 and gave full consideration to all 
factors involved in the situation, and passed 
the following resolution: 

“WHEREAS, a continuation of the national 
emergency makes it necessary for all associa- 
tions to observe the rules laid down by the 
Office of Defense Transportation, with re- 
spect to postponement of annual conven- 
tions, and 

“WHEREAS, the Council of the AMERICAN 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION is duly con- 
stituted to act for the ASSOCIATION between 
meetings, thus providing for a continuity of 
now therefore be it 

“Resolved, by the Council of the AMERICAN 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION that no Con- 
vention of the ASSOCIATION be held during 


ASSOCIATION activities, 


the current ASSOCIATION year, but that con- 
sideration shall be given by the Council to 
the desirabbility of holding such a Conven 
tion as soon as the war emergency and na- 
tional welfare will permit, and be it further 

“Resolved, that in order that the Council 
may be in the best possible position to serve 
the interests of the ASSOCIATION during this 


interim, it shall call upon the President of the 
ASSOCIATION and the Chairman of the House 
of Delegates to present to it their annual 
reports not later than July 31, 1945, and 
that similar reports and papers be called for 
from all officers, committee chairmen, section 
officers, and members who ordinarily submit 
such reports to the Annual Convention, so 
that these reports, addresses, and papers 
may be assembled in the customary form for 
the annual PROCEEDINGS NUMBER and other 
issues of the JOURNAL OF THE AMERICAN 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION, thus afford- 
ing a record of the year’s work and accom- 
plishments, and be it further 

‘‘Resolved, that all officers and committee 
members, whose terms of office would nor- 
mally expire in 1945, shall continue in their 
respective offices and capacities until the 
next regularly called Convention.” 

In accordance with the foregoing resolu- 
tion, the reports of the officers and commit- 
tees which have been assembled are pre- 
sented as the record of the activities for the 
ASSOCIATION year which would normally 
have ended with the 1945 Convention.

MEMBERSHIP 


One of the most important duties of the Secretary 
involves the collection of dues and maintaining and 
increasing the membership. In order to obtain 
certain statistics regarding the membership of the 
ASSOCIATION, a study was made of the total member- 
ship as of September 30, 1945. Some interesting 
figures have been developed, based upon available 
information supplied on the application blanks by 
members in recent years. 

It has been stated frequently that the AMERICAN 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION is composed largely 
of college professors and research scientists who 
have little or no interest in the practicing pharma- 
cist. The actual facts revealed by this statistical 
study are that nearly 61 per cent of the members of 
the ASSOCIATION are practicing pharmacists. 
Forty-nine and eight-tenths per cent constitute phar- 
macists who either operate retail pharmacies or are 
engaged in the practice of pharmacy in such estab- 
lishments. Eleven per cent practice pharmacy in 
pharmacies. Wholesale druggists 
stitute 2.1 per cent of the membership. Manu- 
facturing pharmacists constitute 4.8 per cent of the 
membership

Teachers of pharmacy and related 
subjects constitute 3.9 per cent of the member- 
ship. Research workers constitute 1.9 per cent 
of the membership. Pharmaceutical journalists 
constitute 0.1 per cent of the membership. Manu- 
facturers’ representatives constitute 3.3 per cent of 
the membership. Pharmaceutical chemists in the 
drug industry and elsewhere constitute 3.6 per cent 
of the membership. Food and drug officials con- 
stitute 0.2 per cent of the membership. Assocra- 
TION Officials constitute 0.5 per cent of the member- 
ship. Pharmacists in the government service con- 
stitute 1.9 per cent of the membership. 

A total of 7.1 per cent of the membership was en- 
gaged in the military service of the United States at 
the time of this tabulation. Members who occupy 
more than one classification, or are engaged in more 
than one pharmaceutical or related activity, con- 
stitute 9.4 per cent of the membership. Students in 
colleges of pharmacy holding active membership in 
the ASSOCIATION constitute 0.4 per cent of the mem- 
bership. Publishers and drug importers are two 
other classifications in the membership list but these 
constitute less than one-tenth of one per cent in 
each case. 








The total active membership of the AssocIATION 
as of September 30 was 6072 
were added in 1945 


Of this number 1126 
A total of 539 members were 
dropped from the rolls because of resignation or 
nonpayment of dues, leaving a net gain of 587 for 
the period covered. 

In addition to the active membership the Assocra- 
TION has a total of 1293 associate (student) mem- 
bers. Of this number 777 were added during 1945 
and 427 were dropped from the rolls, leaving a net 
gain of 350 for the period covered. Of those 
dropped from the rolls 100 are in military service. 
The AssocraTION also has 274 life members. 

During the past ten years the total membership 
of the AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 
has been more than doubled, and the trend of the 
past few years indicates that during the next decade 
the growth should be more pronounced. In the 
past three years alone over 6000 new members have 
been added. Substantial additions to the member- 
ship are in prospect, and the number to be dropped 
is growing considerably less due to an active cam- 
paign to retain members who have once joined. 
The study showed that almost 85 per cent of those 
who remain as members four years or more continue 
their membership until death 

A state-by-state survey of the membership indi 
cates that Alabama, Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Connecticut, District of Columbia, Florida, Georgia, 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, Mississippi, Ne 
braska, Nevada, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New 
York, North Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, 
Vermont, Washington, Wisconsin and Wyoming all

Conferences were held frequently with the Na 


tional Selective Service Administration with refer- 
ence to the deferment of pharmacists and pharmacy 
students. It was, of course, necessary to continu- 
ously provide statistical data to the Selective Serv- 
ice Administration on the status of pharmaceutical 
requirements for maintanining essential services to 
the public In this connection the census statistics 
supplied by the National Association of Boards of 
Pharmacy were very helpful, and the Committee 
gratefully acknowledges Mr. Costello's cooperation. 
However, pharmacy fared no better than other pro 
fessions and sciences in securing deferment of pet 
sonnel, although it was continued in the list of es 
sential activities of the War Manpower Commission 
throughout the war period 

Pharmacy Advisory Committees.—Without doubt 
the greatest aid that was rendered our profession 
in the matter of maintaining local health services 


was that given by the Pharmacy Advisory Com- 
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mittees to State Selective Service Directors. These 
committees, appointed under the auspices of State 
Pharmaceutical Associations, were uniformly re- 
garded as highly competent to advise the State 
Directors as to pharmaceutical needs of various 
communities, the necessity for maintaining certain 
minimum personnel in individual pharmacies, and 
the importance of the deferment of key men without 
whose continued service the public health and wel- 
fare in any given community would have been 
impaired. By and large the local Draft Boards 
and Appeal Boards were guided in their decisions 
with respect to pharmacy deferments to a very 
considerable extent by the advice of these com- 
mittees. We take this opportunity to commend 
the committees and to urge their continuance 
throughout the reconversion and rehabilitation 
period, both as a serivce to the community and to 
pharmacy veterans, 

Manpower and Student Enrollment.—Just before 
the German surrender the manpower situation be- 
came quite critical and there was some agitation in 
favor of lowering the physical standards for induc- 
tion into military service. It was felt, for example, 
that students who had been classified as 4-F would 
be re-examined physically to determine whether 
they could not be made available, at least for limited 
military duty. However, this situation did not 
develop far enough to cause any serious difficulty. 
A meeting was held with President Glenn L. Jenkins 
of the American Association of Colleges of Phar- 
macy, Dean B. V 
Executive Committee, and 


Christensen, Chairman of the 
Dean A. G. DuMez, 
Chairman of the War Activities Committee of the 
same association, to discuss the question, after 
which a special bulletin was issued to the colleges 
of pharmacy with a questionnaire requesting infor- 
mation as to the enrollment of male students classi- 
fied as 4-F, women students, war veterans and male 
students under 18 years of age. The result of com- 
pilation of these statistics, representing 64 colleges 
of pharmacy, indicated a total student enrollment 
of 3359, of which 1599 were women and 1760 were 
men. Of the 1760 men, 747 were classified in 4-F, 
280 were war veterans and 290 were under 18 years 
of age 

It should be noted that the student enrollment in 
60 colleges of pharmacy for the fall term 1941-1942 
was 8787 and the total number of graduates was 
1769 

Actuarial statistics indicate that in normal times 
approximately 2.6 per cent of the total number of 
pharmacists, or about 2100, die, retire or enter 
other activities annually 

The statistics compiled also showed that during 
1945 the potential number of pharmacy graduates 
was 494. Of this group 231 are women. The 263 
male students include 156 who are classified as 4-F 
and 23 who are war veterans. 
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The freshman enrollment includes 882 male stu- 
dents, of which 256 are 4-F, 142 are war veterans 
and 270 are under 18 years of age. In addition, 
there are 756 women students in the freshman en- 


rollment 

The significant facts to be gleaned from these sta 
tistics are that in 1945 the total number of pharmacy 
graduates will be not more than 20 per cent of the 
normal replacement requirements, and based on the 
customary student mortality the number of grad- 
uates for 1947 and 1948 will constitute not more than 
one-third of the normal replacement requirements 

This statistical study, together with informatien 
from the National Association of Boards of Phar 
macy, indicating a decline in the number of pharma 
cists engaged in the practice of pharmacy in 1944, 
as compared with 1943, to the extent of 1200 was 
placed before the authorities to urge that considera 
tion be given to the creation of a reserve pool of 
manpower in this field

Unless arrangements are made to permit capable 
male students to complete their college training m 
pharmacy, there will be a serious shortage of quali 
fied personnel to man the essential retail pharma 
cies, manufacturing laboratories and wholesale drug 
houses, hospital pharmacies, colleges of pharmacy 
and Army, Navy, public health service and other 
governmental servi equiring trainea pharma 
cists, at a time when such personnel will be sorely 
needed he result may well be a lowering of the 
present high standards of qualification for this 
essential health service This would be fraught 
with serious consequences to the public health and 
welfare 


Chis statement, with a supporting letter, was sub- 
mitted to Mr. John W. Snyder, Director of War 
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\obilization and Reconversion. It was acknowl- 
edged by him and made the basis of careful con- 
jderation of the general question of deferment of 
gience and professional students at the time of the 
Japanese surrender. With the return of war vet- 
eans who may enter the profession, the problem 
will in all probability be solved but further careful 
study and continuous statistical research on the 
weds of the profession with respect to manpower are 
adicated 

The Committee feels that its efforts were recog 
ized when the American Council on Education 
and the National Research Council recommended 
to the Office of War Mobilization and Reconversion 
that pharmacy be added to the list of professions in 
which there was special deferment to provide ior 
maintenance of the necessary service, namely, med 
cine, dentistry and osteopathy, and furthermore 
that each teaching institution. be authorized to 
ertify for deferment a number of men from those 
rolled prior to their eighteenth birthday, equal to 
the number who graduated during the academic 
year 1939-1940 with majors in agriculture, biology, 
hemistry, engineering, geology, pharmacy, physics

DRUG AND MEDICAL SUPPLY SITUATION 


The Office of Civilian Requirements of the War 
Production Board has continued to function in be- 
half of the civilian drug supply situation. With 
the exception of quinidine the supply of drugs has 
een adequate rhe quinidine situation is com 
plicated by a number of factors, chief among which 
s the apparent failure of a number of pharmacists 
and wholesale druggists to appreciate the necessity 
for complying with government requirements in an- 
ticipating their prescription demands. Although

GOVERNMENT SURPLUS STOCKS 


The Committee is giving attention to problen 


onnected with the di position ot surplus stocks of 


drugs and medical supplies, and will be available 
for advisory service to the Surplus Property Admin- 
istration and other government agencies which 
may be concerned with the disposition of these sur- 
pluses. The Secretary of the AMERICAN PHARMA- 
CEUTICAL ASSOCIATION has been asked to act in an 
advisory capacity to the Federal Security Agency 
in connection with the disposition of surplus drugs 
and equipment to institutions and state agencies, 
and has also given counsel to the Surplus Property 
Board in connection with surplus distribution prob- 
lems. 

As we approach the era during which we shall be 
beset with the problems arising from the aftermath 
of the war we shall probably meet many difficulties 
requiring the continuance of a Committee such as 
this, although its name should perhaps be changed 
to the Committee on Postwar Activities and Vet- 
erans’ Affairs. 

If the nations of the world will unite in an effort 
to preserve the peace, they will undoubtedly include 
in their machinery for this purpose a division which 
deals with the public health and welfare. We must 
be alert to the interests of pharmacy in this connec- 
tion, and plan in advance for our helpful participa- 
tion. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES

Report of the Chairman 


By George E. Crossen 


The past year has been one of paradoxes for phar- 
macy, resulting in more recognition from some 
quarters and less from others; critical shortages in 
some areas and abundances in others; less help and 
more business; shorter hours and greater incomes; 
fewer sundries and more prescriptions; postwar 
threats and postwar promises. In the main, how- 
ever, it has been a year of progress 

Perhaps more than any other single factor, short- 
age of both trained and inexperienced help has re- 
sulted in a general shortening of store hours, par- 
ticularly in the case of the smaller, community 
stores. For the most part this has not resulted ina 
loss to the proprietors. On the contrary, many 
stores are finding it possible to do as much or even 
more gross business in the shorter time. The gen- 
eral public is now becoming educated to the earlier 
closing hours in the great majority of communities, 
and it is to be hoped that this very decided advant- 
age will not be allowed to slip away when we reach 
the point where responsible help will be available 

Prescription surveys, in general, show an upward 
trend, permitting the pharmacist to devote a greater 
portion of his time to professional activities. Many 
of the more far-seeing pharmacists are taking ad- 
vantage of this situation to build for themselves and 
their establishments a public opinion and respect 
that will carry them well over into the postwar 
period. Again it is to be hoped that this will be 
come a national trend, and that any resulting 
heightened esteem toward the profession will not be 
sacrificed in the years to come. 

Many nonpharmaceutic outlets, notably the 
large grocery chains, are planning on expanding their 
offerings at the earliest possible time to include a 
considerable number of those staples formerly 
found only in the drugstore That this will result 
in a serious curtailment of drugstore income cannot 
be denied. However, newer fields of activity are 
opening to us, and any such drain on our income 
need not be fatal if we will but recognize and take 
advantage of such opportunities, exploiting par- 
ticularly those that are related to our profession and 
for which others cannot compete. 


It has been heartening to note that the Veterans’ 
Administration plans on full use of pharmacists in 
their professional capacities. Also, the fact that 
the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Ad- 
ministration has sent out a call for pharmacists to 
aid in its program is worthy of note. Further, the 
apparent sympathy of the Navy Department to- 
ward the proposal of a Pharmacy Corps in that 
branch of the military service also seems to indicate a 
heightened appreciation of the capabilities of the 
pharmacist. 

On the other hand, the obvious reluctance on the 
part of the Army to set up and maintain its Phar- 
macy Corps in more than name only is difficult to 
understand. True, some commissions have been 
granted, but no attempt has yet been made to con- 
duct further examinations to bring the Corps up to 
its full, if somewhat pitiful, strength. It is to be 
wondered if this is not a deliberate plan, intended to 
so emaciate the Corps as to eventually cause it ‘to 
die of malnutrition, and it is believed in many quar- 
ters that this program should be closely watched by 
those concerned 

Lack of any definite provision for pharmacy in the 
proposed national and state schemes for popular 
medical service should also be a matter of concern 
to all. It seems an absolute certainty that some 
such plan will be adopted and that the majority of 
the people will come under the plan, voluntarily or 
otherwise.

Report of the Chairman

At the annual meeting of District No. 5 of the 
Boards and Colleges held this past spring, the writer 
presented a paper dealing with pharmacy laws and 
in the preparation of this paper the laws of quite a 
number of states were reviewed. No effort was 
made to discuss all phases of the pharmacy laws 
but particular effort was given to the consideration 
of the poison regulations. It was quite evident 
from this study that there remains a great deal of 
differences of opinion as to what drugs may be con- 
sidered toxic and also as to what prohibitory regula- 
tions should be applied to such drugs. 

The lack of uniformity was quite noticeable and 
since the control of poisons is one of the chief func- 
tions of the pharmacist it seems to the writer that 
more uniformity in the laws of the several states as 
pertains to such drugs should exist. This is a 
matter which should receive serious attention, for 
all of you realize that during recent years a number 
of cases resulting in fatality have been reported from 
various parts of the country due to the improper use 
of certain medicinal substances. We all know that 
the public is too easily swerved by certain events 
which happen from time to time and perhaps never 
again will take place. In such cases, hysteria ob- 
scures all sound reasoning with the result that fur- 
ther regulations are adopted, thus shackling phar- 
macists with an ever-increasing number of restric- 
tions 

The writer knows full well that the entire subject 
is a most difficult one to be put on a rational basis, 
for anyone interested in toxicology will realize the 
inconsistencies which have existed during the years 
with reference to differences of opinions regarding 
poisons. Be that as it may, all effort should be di- 
rected by pharmacists to clarify this entire situation 
and to construct the various state laws so that 
greater uniformity may result. 

Again, the writer was interested to determine what 
constituted cause for revocation of licenses by the 
various states. Here also, differences of opinion were 
quite marked but surely there are certain basic 
causes for which licenses should be revoked but 
such control should be more uniform throughout all 
parts of the country. The writer realizes full well 
that to revoke a license is a serious thing but, on 
the other hand, pharmacy does have a responsible 
position to fill and all effort should be made to fur- 
nish the profession with adequate security so that no 
criticism should fall upon it. 

The above two instances are but a part of the 


many that could be reviewed in regard to the dif- 
ferences which exist in the various state laws con- 
trolling pharmacy in this country. It is quite true 
that localized conditions may make it impossible to 
include certain restrictive measures but, in general, 
greater uniformity should prevail. The writer has 
not examined the laws of all the various states con- 
trolling the practice of medicine but it is doubtful 
that very few differences exist between these various 
laws. 

A number of years ago the writer received a com- 
munication from a member of the New York State 
Board of Pharmacy, now deceased, in which he 
asked that comments should be made with reference 
to reciprocity between the various states. This 
communication came at a time when very few states 
had college training as a prerequisite and the writer 
made his reply by stating that if conditions sur- 
rounding the practice of pharmacy of the several 
states were uniform then universal reciprocity 
should be in evidence. This instance is cited only 
to indicate that a number of years ago certain indi- 
viduals engaged in pharmacy were thinking of a 
greater degree of uniformity with reference to state 
laws governing pharmacy for, after all, a state line 
is but an imaginary thing. 

With all the laws which have been passed and the 
regulations which have been adopted affecting 
pharmacy since the turn of the century, it is strange 
that more effort has not been put upon the compos- 
ing of a measure which would restrict the practice 
of pharmacy to registered pharmacists only. The 
writer is fully aware of the efforts which have been 
made in the past with reference to such measures 
but since the time they were judged unconstitu- 
tional very little work has been done upon this all- 
important subject. Our motto should be ‘Phar- 
macy for Pharmacists” and we should not rest con- 
tent until some legal entity has been devised whereby 
only registered pharmacists may practice the pro- 
fession. It is galling indeed to note the ease with 
which anyone with a little folding money can in- 
augurate a pharmacy. Any Tom, Dick or Harry 
with the least amount of financial backing can start 
a drugstore which, to the writer’s way of thinking, is 
entirely wrong. Such a procedure is quite right if 
we adopt the premise that pharmacy is merely a 
trade, but all of us who are interested in pharmacy 
realize quite fully that it is a profession or calling 
which demands a great deal of scientific knowledge. 
We should be awake to the fact that it is our re- 
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sponsibility as pharmacists to protect the health 
and welfare of the public of the country, but such a 
feat be accomplished by permitting the 
operation of pharmacy by individuals whose sole 
interest is profit without any desire to serve the 
public as concerns their health needs 

It may be that the future will bring forth a solu- 
tion to this all-important topic presented above for 
surely young men and women cannot be expected to 


cannot 
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spend years of college training in a calling which 
does not give them the sole benefits of it. If we 
wish to extend our educational program beyond the 
present four-year limit then by all means we must 
present something than what is 


more offered 


at the present time. It is the writer’s opinion that 
our national associations should bend every effort 
to see that some means are devised that all the above 


may be accomplished

HOSPITAL PHARMACY SURVEY. NEEDED 


If hospital pharmacy is to progress, and if the 
status of the individual hospital pharmacist is to be 
elevated, the Society must be active in many direc- 
tions. It must undertake a study of the state laws 
affecting the practice of pharmacy in hospitals 
At present, it will be found that little or no attempt 
is made to insure that medicinals be prepared and 
dispensed by pharmacists in hospitals. Pharmacy 
as a profession is shirking its duty in this respect. 
How can we justify ourselves as a public health 
profession when we take no measures to safeguard 
pharmacy service to the citizen when he is hospital 
ized and needs the utmost protection? 

Hospital pharmacy is redundant with fields in 
which the need for additional data and surveys is 
great. There is need for competent surveys lead- 
ing to specific recommendations on the physical 
size, arrangement, location and equipment of hos 
pital pharmacies. There should be a re-evaluation 
of the scholastic training offered students preparing 
Ihe Society 
recommendations to the col- 


for the practice of hospital pharmacy 
should make specifi 
leges of pharmacy regarding the content of their 
courses in hospital pharmacy. The Society should 
encourage the establishment of additional courses 
Ihe Society should collect 
from 


in hospital pharmacy 


and analyze data hospital pharmacies in 


various size and type institutions for the purpose of 
demonstrating to hospital administrators the many 
advantages of a well-trained hospital pharmacist. 
The Society should establish an annual Institute 
on Hospital Pharmacy to be held at leading hospital 
pharmacies throughout the country for the purpose 
of increasing the technical and specialized knowl- 
edge of the hospital pharmacists and expanding his 
intellectual horizon. These are but a few of the 
needs of hospital pharmacy which could be directed 
and coordinated by a Society national representa- 
tive in Washington. 


SUMMARY 


In summary, the Society should have a full-time 
representative at the National Headquarters of the 
AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. This 
individual should have had several years’ experi- 
ence as a hospital pharmacist. He should be ap- 
pointed by the Council of the AMERICAN PHAR- 
MACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION upon the recommenda- 
tion of the American Society of Hospital Pharma- 
cists. Among the duties of the individual chosen 
would be to provide for continuity of policy for the 
Society as the annually elected officers are replaced, 
to edit the Bulletin of the Society, to collect dues of 
the established members, to maintain the Society’s 
membership list and to distribute membership cards 
and certificates.

ACCREDITATION ACTIVITIES 


The total number of schools of pharmacy in opera 
tion at the time this report was written is the same as 
that reported last year, namely 68, of which 65 have 
been accredited. There have, however, been some 
changes with respect to the identity of the colleges 
comprising the total 

A new college of pharmacy was established at the 
University of New Mexico in the spring of this year 
and has already begun to function. The Univer- 
sity of New Mexico has informed the Council that

it will seek accreditation for its new college of phar- 
macy as soon as a sufficient part of its curriculum 
is in Operation to justify such action. 

The College of Pharmacy of Grand Rapids Uni. 
versity, one of the nonaccredited colleges, was dis. 
continued in June, 1945, at the end of the academi¢e 
year. Grand Rapids University was taken over by 
Aquinas College early in the year and shortly 
thereafter the latter decided to discontinue the col- 
lege of pharmacy. 

It was planned to begin the reinspection of col- 
leges of pharmacy in 1944, but this program was 
abandoned for the time being because of cenditions 
brought on by the war emergency. Therefore, the 
only colleges reinspected during this period were 
those in which the need for reinspection was urgent 
because of the immediate necessity for clearing up 
their accreditation status

was convenient to do so, the Committee which re 
inspected Ferris Institute College of Pharmacy at 
this time, also visited Wayne University College of 
Pharmacy and the Detroit Institute of Technology 
College of Pharmacy. No change in the status of 
accreditation of any of these colleges was made asa 
result of these visits 

The School of Pharmacy of the University of 
Kansas City was inspected on November 15 and 
16, 1944, in response to an urgent request from the 
University administration and was given accredita- 
tion for that portion of the curriculum in operation 
The matter of the eligiblity for acceptance of re- 
turning G. I. students was also one of the factors in- 
volved in this case 

As previously stated, the program for the rein 
spection of colleges of pharmacy in 1944 was aban- 
doned for the time being because of the war emer- 
gency. It is intended, however, to resume the pro 
gram as planned just as soon as normal conditions 
return and to proceed with the work until all of the 
accredited colleges of pharmacy have been rein- 
spected, which it is estimated will require about two 


years after the work is begun

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others which were found by experience to be unsatis- 
factory. Theroll of accredited colleges of pharmacy 
was also revised. The booklets containing the 
revised edition of standards and the revised roll of 
accredited colleges of pharmacy were reprinted in 
June, 1945, and mailed out on July 2, 1945, to the 
deans of all colleges of pharmacy, the secretaries of 
State Boards of Pharmacy, secretaries of State Phar- 
maceutical Associations, secretaries of National 
Pharmaceutical Organizations, the pharmaceutical 
press, the regional offices of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, and others 

In response to a request from the American Foun- 
dation for Pharmaceutical Education, prompted by 
a joint resolution passed by the Council of the 
AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION and the 
Executive Committee of the National Association 
of Retail Druggists, the American Council on Phar- 
maceutical Education made a survey to determine 
the need for graduate work in colleges of pharmacy 
to provide the necessary number of well-trained 
teachers for the colleges and scientific workers for 
the drug industries his survey, which revealed 
the need for training something over 500 new teach 
ers over the next ten-year period, was completed 
in the latter part of May and the report covering the 
same was mimeographed by the American Founda- 
tion for Pharmaceutical Education. Copies of the 
report were distributed to all colleges of pharmacy, 
pharmaceutical organizations and other interested 
parties. The report was favorably commented 
on by the public press and will be published in full in 
the next edition of the American Journal on Phar-

SOME EFFECTS OF THE COUNCIL’S DISCUS- 
SION IN LAST YEAR’S REPORT OF THE 
SHORTCOMINGS OF COLLEGES OF PHAR- 
MACY IN URGENT NEED OF CORRECTION 


In last year’s report there were pointed out some 
of the shortcomings of the colleges of pharmacy in 
most urgent need of correction. This part of the 
Council’s report has attracted considerable at- 
tention and has been widely commented upon, par 
ticularly that section which dealt with the sug- 
gested changes in the pharmacy curriculum It is 
understood that the Committee on Post-War Plan 
ning of the American Association of Colleges of 
Pharmacy has given favorable consideration to this 
part of the Council’s report and that it will advocate 
the assurance of the Association’s support for the 
Council in taking a firm stand against the lack of 
autonomy of the colleges of pharmacy now domi 
nated by other university departments and will 
make specific recommendations for modernizing the 
pharmacy curriculum so that it will reflect more 
closely modern conditions in pharmaceutical prac- 
tice 


OBSERVATIONS WITH RESPECT TO THE 
NUMBER AND DISTRIBUTION OF COL- 
LEGES OF PHARMACY 


Investigations carried out by the Council in con- 
nection with some of its studies have supplied the 
following data with respect to the number and dis- 
tribution of colleges of pharmacy in this country, 
student enrollment, number of graduates, etc. 
These data are presented without comment so 
that you may be free to make your own deduc- 
tions and draw your own conclusions. They are 
presented in tabular form so that comparisons may 
readily be made 

Table I shows the number of colleges of pharmacy 
in states grouped in accordance with customary prac- 
tice, the average enrollment per college and the re- 
lationship of enrollment to population. 

Table II shows the number of pharmacists in ac- 
tual practice as revealed by the U. S. Census of 
1940, the number of replacements required for 1940 
and the number of pharmacy graduates in 1940 
grouped according to states. 

Table III gives comparable data with respect to 
number of practitioners, number of colleges and 
number of students enrolled for medicine, dentistry 
and pharmacy.

In this connection it is stated investigation has 
also revealed the fact that the average number of 
pharmacists registered annually by examination 
for all states during the period 1938-1942 was 2301 
[see Proceedings N. A. B. P., pp. 32-33 (19438) ]. 
This number is 171 in excess of the replacement re- 
quirements of 2130 for 1940. The latter number 
was obtained by multiplying 81,924, the figure given 
for pharmacists in practice by the U. S. Census re- 
port of 1940, by 2.6 per cent, which is the per cent 
used by actuaries in computing replacements. 

For this same period, 1938-1942, the average 
total number of students graduated annually by the 
colleges of pharmacy is estimated to be 1625 
This is 676 less than the average number of phar 
macists registered annually by examination and 
505 under the replacement requirements for 1940.

Aside from Auxiliary activities at convention time 
to promote sociability among the members and 


assist the AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIA

would be available to junior and senior women 
pharmacy students. Because there was no demand 
for loans from the funds on hand last year, an invest 
ment of $370 was made in a United States Savings 
Bond.

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HOUSE OF DELEGATES

Report of the Chairman 


By Sylvester H. Dretzka 


It is a pleasure to address the elected representa- 
tives of the House of Delegates through the printed 
work in the absence of a personal meeting. 

Inasmuch as government wartime regulations 
banning large-scale conventions were not removed 
in time for our ASSOCIATION to hold a convention, 
a “proceedings convention’’ by means of our pub 
lications was decided upon and arranged 

The elimination of the 1945 Convention with its 
accompanying election necessitates carrying over the 
present officers of the House of Delegates. There- 
fore, I have reappointed all House Committees to 
act until our next Annual Convention 

As Chairman of the House of Delegates, I should 
like to focus the attention of our members upon the 
approaching Centennial of the AMERICAN PHARMA 
CEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. I believe it is not too soon 
to take cognizance of the importance of the occasion 
and to institute initial plans to make the wisest 
possible use of this marvelous opportunity to present 
organized pharmacy to the public and the allied 
professions in an interesting and appealing manner. 

As the legislative body of our ASSOCIATION, the 
House of Delegates annually is becoming increas- 
ingly important. 

With the Centennial plans being laid, it is well 
that we understand the historical background of the 
House, for to function effectively, this instrumen- 
tality of expression should be appreciated. Under- 
standing is essential to that end 

Compared to the ASSOCIATION itself, the House is 
young in years. Its proper functioning is important 
to ASSOCIATION progress 

In order to stimulate our enthusiasm and inspire 
us, as members of the House of Delegates, to re- 
dedicate ourselves to the aims and ideology to which 
we subscribe, a résumé of the history of the House 
seems appropriate at this time. I here present it to 
you in abridged but authenticated form 


HISTORY 


The House of Delegates of the AMERICAN PHAR 
MACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION is now thirty-two years of 
age. About its origin, Joseph W. England, then 
Secretary of the Council, wrote in 1915: 

“The idea of a House of Delegates originated in 


the fertile brain of Dr. James H. Beal, enroute with 
Dr. Henry M. Whelpley, from St. Louis to Denver, 


in August, 1912, to attend the Denver meeting of the 
ASSOCIATION. At this meeting, the plan was pre- 
sented and freely discussed, and after a number of 
modifications, the House of Delegates was created, 
being organized on August 21, 1912.’” 


It is still of highest interest to read the ‘‘Resolu- 
tion Creating a House of Delegates and Defining 
Its Functions and Duties,’’ adopted by the Council, 
at Denver on August 19, 1912,? and the discussion 
about the planned institution during the third 
general session on August 21, 1912. 

The suggestions of Beal and Whelpley came as a 
surprise to those atténding the 1912 meeting of the 
AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION and when 
Mr. Mayo asked that Dr. Beal “be called upon to 
state exactly what he hoped to accomplish by the 
formation of such a House of Delegates’’ in order to 
“clear the situation,’ he certainly spoke for the 
great majority of those present. What at that 
time, in the explanation given by Dr. James H. 
Beal, struck the imagination of everybody and 
caused the unanimous adoption of his resolution 
concerning the creation of a House of Delegates, 
was the wide aspects opened by the new institution. 

In order to create for the first time an all-inclusive 
Pharmaceutical Forum, the constituent groups of 
the AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION were 
granted the privilege of electing representative 
delegates This provided a definite place of debate 
for all groups, on an equal footing with the members 
of the Council of the AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION 

Soon it was discovered that this method was too 
all-inclusive. Among the groups, the delegates of 
which were entitled not only to discuss the problems 
to be ventilated but also to vote on them, were the 
American Medical 
Chemical Society, the Association of Federal and 
State Food and Drug Officials and other similar

organizations. To many pharmacists that meant 
undue influence given to groups outside of pharmacy 
proper. Whereas the pendulum had swung too 
much to one side when the House of Delegates was 
founded, it now swung too far the other way. In 


1915, Dr. Henry P. Hynson suggested the House of

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Delegates consist exclusively ‘‘of three regularly 
appointed delegates from each State Pharmaceutical 
Association, from the District of Columbia Asso- 
ciation, and from similar associations in Puerto Rico, 
the Philippines and any other foreign American 
State.”” This suggestion was adopted in 1916 and 
it was only on the urgent recommendation of Dr 
James H. Beal that “‘delegates from other bodies or 
organizations”’ were at least given ‘‘the privilege of 
the floor.’"* The further suggestion of Beal to 
“include certain of the general officers of the AMERI- 
CAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION as ex-officio 
members, and possibly several additional members 
elected by the Council** In 1917, 


it was resolved that the delegates sent by the State 


was not heeded 


Associations to the House of Delegates shall have 
the right to vote only if they are members of the 
AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 

Dr. Hynson regarded his reform of the House of 
Delegates reducing the latter to a representative 
organ of retail pharmacy as, to use his own words, 
“the last work I am going todo.’” It was indeed 
His successor as Chairman of the 
Kelly, who be- 
came Secretary of the AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL 


his final gesture 


House of Delegates was Dr. E. F 


ASSOCIATION in 1926 and whose recent death still is 
felt by all of us as deeply regrettable. This mild, 
soft-spoken, courteous gentleman, although retiring 
in manner, was keen and alert, and accomplished a 
great deal during his tenure of office Dr. Kelly’s 
aim was to make the House of Delegates a repre 

sentative organ of pharmacy as a whole In 1921, 
he published an excellent article entitled ‘‘The Need 
of Organization and Cooperation in American 


§ in which we may find almost all th 


Pharmacy 
arguments so emphatically discussed in recent times 
in the pharmaceutical press under the heading “‘One 
Voice for Pharmacy.”’ In conclusion, I quote some 
passages of an address delivered by Dr. Kelly in his 
capacity as Chairman of the House of Delegates at 
the New Orleans meeting of the AMERICAN PHAR 
MACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION of 1921. This quotation is 
both a memorial to the deceased and a declaration 
of his ideals 


“What American pharmacy needs most is a na 
tional organization which would include pharmacists 
and pharmacy in all its phases. This can be a 
complished by a reorganization of the AMERICAN 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION, embodying a repub 
lican form of government, of which the State Phar 
maceutical Associations would be the units compa 
rable to the states of our nation, the combination of 
which units would give the parent Association the 
increased membership so greatly desired Phese 
units would in turn delegate certain powers to the 
House of Delegates and Council, comparable to the 
House of Representatives and Senate of our nation, 
and these organic divisions would then be able to

function as the truly representative association of 
organized American pharmacy—what the name 
American Pharmaceutical Association should mean to 
the pharmacists of this country.’” 

The suggestions of Dr. Kelly, actively supported 
by the then Secretary of the House of Delegates, 
Jeannot Hostmann, were approved, and from 1922 
on the House of Delegates has functioned as a very 
important part of the AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION, or, to quote from the address of Mr. 
M. N. Ford, delivered at Riehmond in 1940,’ as 
“the legislative division of the AssocraTIon.”’ Its 
charter, Chapter V of the By-laws of the AMERICAN 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION, has been changed 
in its wording here and there as to the representa- 
tion of government departments and groups not 
listed in Article I, but no changes have been made 
since 1922 with regard to the character of the work 
of the House of Delegates, to its place and im- 
portance within the ASSOCIATION, and as an instru- 
ment to express and to make active ‘‘One Voice for 
We have, as Dr. Hugo Schaefer put 
it in his Chairman’s Address at Detroit in 1941, 
“‘a truly representative group and a good cross sec- 
tion of retail pharmaceutical thought and interest’’!! 
in the House of Delegates. It is up to us to use this 


Pharmacy.” 


fact to the best advantage of American pharmacy as 
a whole 

With this understanding of our heritage in the 
House, let us proceed to determine, if possible, the 
reasons why the ideals of our forebears have not 
come to fruition 

There is a justifiable feeling on the part of pharma- 
ceutical leaders that the House is not functioning 
to its maximum potentialities as contemplated by 
those whose foresight brought it into being. 

What and where is the difficulty and how can the 
remedy be found and applied? 

In order to make a contribution toward a clarifica- 
tion and correction, I have taken the liberty as 
Chairman to inquire of my predecessors in this capac- 
ity as to their ideas with respect to cause and cor- 
rection. This search has disclosed the following 
comments on my qucry as to how to make the 
House more interesting and serviceable: 

1. Place a time limit of fifteen minutes on Com- 
mittee Reports

PRESCRIPTION LEGEND 


All of us are fairly well acquainted with the 


ramifications of the new drug regulations relative to 
labeling which will become effective October 10 
Chis has necessitated manufacturers making marked 
changes in the products which are affected by these 
regulatior These were formulated to force manu- 


facturers to give adequate directions on all over-the- 
counter products and were based upon the convic- 
tion that manufacturers were avoiding their re- 


by merely labeling their product ‘for 


sponsibility 
use only on the prescription of a physician,’’ while 
ill the time the product was being sold extensively 
over the counter to anyone who asked for it. 

The enforcement of this legislation will result in 
only two types of marketable preparations: one 
which is definitely restricted to sale only on pre- 
scription, and one which may be sold over the 
counter with adequate directions for use, regardless 
of whether the advertising is directed to the public 
or merely to the medical profession. 

It is not the purpose of the Committee to enlarge 
upon the various points of this new drug regulation. 
It is inserted as a sign board pointing to change in 
pharmacy regulation 

Organized pharmacy has merited at least a modi- 
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cum of praise for its persistence in attempting to 
convey to the Federal Government the pharmaceuti- 
cal viewpoint regarding the ‘Prescription Legend,”’ 
a legend which gave the public no protection when a 
doctor’s prescription was required for a substance 
which did not require prescribing
